Chap. I. 

W Hen I had diligently and accurately read 

the writings of the Ancients concerning 
the Generation of Minerals 5 I appre- 
dended, that they underftood not the ultimate matter 
of them , and oy confequence , much left the firft. 
Truly a if the beginning of any matter may rightly be 
written , certainly the end thereof mayjfery fitly be 
declared. I have therefore in the fun place de- 
creed to propole unto you die ultimate matter of all 
Minerals 9 whereby you may eafily under (land the 
fir ft, from whence they all dedu& their original. 

- The firft example we (hall bring from Medicine, 
whereby a dtfeafe is to be known from the ifTue, and 
not from the beginning 5 in which there is no Science 
introduced by blindenefs>but muft be blinde likewife : 
but the end is vifible from the ifiue, to which it is per* 
cetved to tend, as to its end propofed to it. 

Furthermore, nothing can be better known* then 
by a perfe6f knowledge of the end for which (Sod 
created it ; otberwife , it may come to pals, that the

It is therefore true and 
t&prcgnable , That this Paradifaical Tree was 
ndued with this £ime Faculty of giving know* 
edge. So that the Queftion will now be>Wbe»* 
her this Faculty was mfufed into it in the Cre<* 
ttion, acquired by k after the Creation, or com-* 
sonicated to it by fome other means and way? 
Mid to loofe this Gordian knot , Hie U thr y hog 
fm eft. And here alfo the Scripture (though 
bmewhat obfeurely ) points out a mean to re*

we here inferted for no end, that I can finde, un* 
cf$ they portend fomething of moment in this 
Better, it is further obfervable, That the De-

a Serpent, which he knew for fubtilty worthy td 
be preferred before all Beafts , which alfo SvA 
judged to have fpokeu naturally. It is moreover 
alfo probable , That the Serpent had his Cavern 

under or about that Tree ; whereof, God being 
in no wife ignorant > forbade man the ufe of its 
Fruit. 

Moreover 4t is confiderable,^ That in things 

obfcure and dubious , that Explication muttiyc 
admitted, whereto Senfe,Reafon,and Experience 
give fufFrage^ if it fpeak not contradi&ion to the 
Rule of Faith. Who is he then that can con^ 
ceive ? or what Diver into Natures fecrets hath 
met with the like Myftery ? that he can by fome 
weak rcfemblance evince the World, how by the 
eating of a (ingle Apple, her children may fuck it 
more then humane Knowledge. Whereas on 
the other fide,- I (hould very much derogate 
from mans pr^ecellency , if I mould in the lead 
doubt, that the acutenefs of his Intellect, 
could not finde out a way how this Faculty 
might be acquired : and fo clofe with our Sen- 
tence , That this Tree became, fcientifical by

hat they are and will be of jpecialufi for the attain- 
ment of Kn ow ledge , b oth natural and occu It • A nd 

te adds further in the fame Book , That the 

Ampler fort thinkjhemfelves nothing bettered by this 

iu fervice : and therefore he judges it not: 
iVork worth the while, to caft more Pearls be* 
ore fuch Swine , being perfwaded he hath fatis^ 
ied the wifer fort. 

By what Art then, this incomparable Treafure 
nay be effoded, the diligent Searcher of Nature 
hall finde , if he ferioufly perpend the fore- 
quoted words, and with unprejudiced thoughts, 
udicioufly confider that noble ^ utU id u&ep 
f fS'xymty & for this purpofe mod truly-ufe- 
ill pair of little Books,one treating of Time,the 
other of the origine of Sciences : neither will he 
i»ve caufc to fay ,He hath fpem his Oyl,if he take
